. Acting  President  of  BYU  Earl  C.  Crockett  announced 
the  appointment  of  the  acting  dean  of  the  College  of  Human- 
ities and  Social  Sciences  and  the  chairman  of  the  BYU  Bot- 
any Department  to  fill  the  vacancies  of  Dean  John  T.  Beni- 
hard  and  Chairman  Bertrand  Harrison,  who  are  taking  leaves 
of  absence. 

APPOINTED  ACTING  dean  was  Ralph  A.  Britsch,  pro- 
fessor of  English.  Dr.  Earl  M.  Christensen,  professor  of  bot- 
any was  named  department  chairman. 

A member  of  the  English  Department  since  1938,  Prof. 
Britsch  was  studentbody  president  at  Snow  College  and  re- 
ceived the  B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees  at  BYU.  Before  joining 
the  BYU  staff  he  taught  at  Gunnison  and  Provo  High 
Schools. 

THE  AUTHOR  OF  some  30  papers  in  the  field  of  ecology 
Dr.  Christensen  is  a graduate  of  the  University  of  Utah 
where  he  received  his  B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees. 

Prof.  Britsch  has  done  graduate  work  at  University  of 
Wisconsin,  University  of  Washington,  University  of  South- 
ern (California  and  University  of  Oklahoma  in  his  specialty, 
Victorian  and  w'orld  literature.  He  is  a member  of  the  Na- 
tional (CoCfncil  of  Teachers  of  English,  Utah  Council  of  Teach- 
ers of  English  and  Rocky  Mountain  Modem  Language  As- 
sociation. 

HE  WAS  CHAIRMAN  of  the  English  Department,  1957- 
60  and  acting  dean  of  the  College  of  Humanities  and  Social 
Sciences  part  of  J963.  Prof.  Britsch  also  served  as  alumni 
secretary  1942-44. 

Prominent  in  Provo' religious  and  musical  affairs,  he 
served  in  the  bishopric  of  the  Park  Ward  11  years,  8 years 
as  bishop  and  is  a counselor  in  the  Utah  Stake  Presidency. 

The  new  chairman  of  the  Botany  Dept,  has  done  re- 
search locally  and  in  Oregon  when  he  was  on  sabbatical  leave 
in  1959.  His  research  was  connected  with  plant  commun- 
ities. 


MIAMI,  (UPI)  — The  Coast 
Guard  ordered  four  Cuban  fish- 
ing vessels  to  stand  by  for  board- 
ing parties  Sunday  night  when 
they  ventured  into  U.  S.  waters. 

THE  COAST  Guard  at  first  re- 
ported that  it  intended  to  boai*d 
only  two  of  the  vessels.  However, 
it  reported  later  that  all  four 
, had  strayed  into  U.  S.  waters 
and  would  be  boarded, 

Two  were  boarded  before  mid- 
night, but  the  Coast  Guard  said 
there  would  be  no  information 
on  the  action  until  after  boarding 
parties  had  returned  from  all 
four  vessels. 

THE  VESSELS  were  ordered 
to  drop  anchor  just  off  Dry  Tor- 
tugas  Island  about  180  miles 
south  of  Miami  in  the  Florida 
Keys.  Two  Coast  Guard  cutters 
which  had  been  keeping  them  un- 
der surveillance  since  they  ap- 
peared in  International  waters 
Saturday  moved  into  board  them. 

The  vessels  were  identified  as 
the  Cardenas  14  and  the  Carden- 
as 19,  both  47-foot  craft,  and  the 
Lambda  3 and  the  Lambda  23, 
both  74-foot  vessels. 

Earth  Kingdom

If  there’s  such  a thing  as  a “millionaire’s  cpmplex,”  then 
Muriel  Thole  should  have  a big  one  this  morning. 

Miss  Thole  is  BYU’s  head  cashier,  and  along  with 
140  part-time  helpers  is  responsible  for  collecting  tuition, 
fees  and  unpaid  bills  from  15,000  stu- 
dents this  week. 

In  dollars  and  fifty  cent  pieces  (which 
all  students  are  required  to  kick  in  for  class 
fees)  this  totals  close  to  $2  million. 

AH  that  hay  might  mean  a lot  of 
headaches  to  the  ordinary  millionaire  or 
banker.  But  not  to  Muriel  who  has  held 
her  present  job  for  the  past  eight  and 
one-half  years,  since  coming  to  BYU 
from  Wales  where  she  was  converted  by 
LDS  missionaries. 

“After  awhile  you  forget  you’re  counting  money,”  ex- 
plains Muriel  in  her  Welch  drawl.  “It’s  just  like  counting 
children  or  canned  goods  . . . 

“Or  like  playing  a big  game  of  Monopoly.” 

But  if  her  job  is  like  a big  serious  game.  Miss  Thole  and 
her  cashier  crew  get  more  than  their  share  of  trouble  from 
students  who  don’t  know — or  just  won’t  follow — rules  on 
registration  day. 

Surprisingly,  its  the  upperclassman  who  thinks  he’s 
finally  learned  all  the  ropes  that  brings  Miss  Thole  the 
most  woes.  The  freshmen  are  just  like  lambs  belhg  led. 

“What  students  don’t  realize,^”  says  Muriel,  “is  how  the 
system  changes  each  semester.”  For  example,  when  she  first 
came  to  BYU,  Miss  Thole,  14  assistants  and  five  validating 
machines  could  accommodate  the  entire  5,200  studentbody 
in  the  Fieldhouse  weightlifting  room. 

(All  the  dumb  bells  were  on  the  outside.) 

Today  it  takes  at  least  six  men  and  two  trucks  to  move 
all  the  equipment,  and  one  training  meeting  to  brief  the 
small  army  of  registration  aides  before  they  can  face  the 
studentbody  in  the  west  annex  from  behind  21  validating 
machines. 

“And  registration  always  seems  to  follow  a weekend 
of  basketball,”  Muriel  observes. 

In  spite  of  such  frustrations  and  the  odd  student  who 
wants  to  pay  his  tuition  on  the  installment  plan,  Muriel  Thole 
probably  has  more  patience  than  any  other  i>erson  at  BYU — 
outside  of  the  football  coach. 

Faculty  wives  and  other  people  who  have  worked 
with  Muriel  marvel  at  her  ability  to  recall  names,  her 
sense  of  humor  and  almost-always  smile. 

On  an  adding  machine  Miss  Thole  is  as  skillful  with  her 
fingers  as  she  is  with  knitting  needles — one  of  her  favorite 
hobbies. 

She  also  finds  time  to  serve  as  president  of  the/ 
Provo  8th  Ward  MIA,  and  like  acting  President  Crockett 
enjoys  reading  mysteries.  Although  she  recently  joined 
a Perry  Mason  club,  Sherlock  Holmes  is  still  her  favorite. 

Another  favorite  of  BYU’s  head  cashier  is  her  chihuahua 
Mitzi.  In  fact.  Muriel  was  so  interested  in  getting  the  ])et 
some  proper  playfriends,  she  invited  over  the  family  Welsh 
Corgi  fv0m  Great  Britain. 

But  Bambi  wasn’t  the  only  W’elsh  visitor  arriving  in 
Provo  at  the  home  of  Miss  Thole.  The  migration  in- 
cluded Muriel’s  mother,  father,  two  sisters,  brother, 
brother-in-law,  niece  and  three  nephews. 

Like  BYU’s  head  cashier,  they  like  it  in  Utah  and  are 
staying.  And  two  of  the  other  members  of  the  family  are 
cashiers,  too. 


It  seefhis  to  me  that  censorship

Found  On  Raft 

MOBILE,  ALA.,  (UPI)  — A 
fishing  boat  which  picked  up  sev- 
en Cuban  refugees  who  spent  13 
days  in  an  open  boat — seven  of 
them  without  water— off  the 
coast  of  Mexico  Saturday  is  ex- 
pected to  dock  here  about  7 a.m. 
Tuesday. 

Victor  Gonzales,  president  of 
Star  Fish  and  Oyster  Co.,  said 
Sunday  he  talked  to  Capt.  James 
S.  Hall,  master  of  the  vessel,  the 
Del'  G.  Coastguard  officials  said 
the  fishing  boat  picked  up  the 
seven  refugees,  including  a wo- 
man, about  100  miles  northwest 
of  the  Yucatan  peninsula  town  of 
Progreso,  Mex. 

Gonzales  said  the  skipper  of 
the  boat  told  him  the  Cubans 
were  rescued  from  their  listing 
14-foot  skiff  at  about  1 p.m.  Sat- 
urday. 

The  Coastguard  said  the  gr&up 
had  had  no  water  for  seven  days 
and  were  suffering  from  severe 
cases  of  exposure  and  starvation. 

The  Cubans,  according  to  Gon- 
zales, will  be  brought  to  his 
firm’s  commercial  dock  at  the 
Mobile  Bay  port  early  Tuesday 
morning.  They  will  then  be  turn- 
ed over  to  immigration  authori- 
ties, he  added.

The  Coug-ar  hoopsters  may  have  found  a key  to 
beating  the  ball-control  type  teams  they  have  been  hav- 
ing trouble  with  this  season. 

Both  games  this  weekend  were  essentially  the  same. 
State  and  Denver  both  knew  they’d  have  trouble  trying 
to  run  with  us  so  they  tried  to  slow  the  game  down — 
playing  letter-perfect  basketball. 


In  the  first  half  of  the  Aggie  ballgame  the  Cats 
tried  a full  court  press,  and  the  Farmers  were 
forced  to'  increase  the  pace  in  an  attempt  to  break 
the  press  open.  The  result  was  easy  to  predict  and 
the  Cougars  took  command  during  that  early  period. 

Then,  resting  on  a seemingly  comfortable  lead, 
they  relaxed  and  the  Aggies  took  immediate  advan- 
tage of  the  turn  of  events,  reverting  to  the  precision 
game  they  wanted.  By  the  halftime  the  Cougars’ 
lead  had  evaporated  and  they  were  behind  by  two 
pwnts. 


Again  in  the  second  half  when  the  press  was  applied 
they  showed  signs  of  coming  back  to  life.  Against  Den- 
ver the  story  was  the  same — the  Cougars  very  ineffect; 
ive  from  any  range  until  they  utilized  the  press  in  the 
late  minutes  of  the  game.  Denver  was 'forced,  as  was 
Utah  State,  to  open  up  thejr  style.  The  result,  of  course, 
was  the  rebirth  of  Cougar  “life.”  Nemelka  and  Gardner 
stole  the  ball  four  times  in  the  last  two  minutes  to  pull 
the  game  off  the  coals  and  turn  it  into  the  first  Cougar 
victory  since  they  downed  Wyoming  way  back  on  Jan  11. 


The  Cougars  have  had  little  trouble  this  season 
with  fast  moving  teams — all  the  trouble  has  come 
from  teams  that  play  slow,  deliberate  ball,  taking 
only  percentage  shots.  And  no  wonder,  Cougar 
coach  Stan  Watts  had  his  cagers  using  a running 
program  prior  to  indoor  workouts  that  would  have 
made  a track  coach  green  with  envy.  The  only  prob- 
lem is  they  seem  to  have  the  gear-shift  locked  in 
high  and  are  terribly  inefficient  at  anything  else. 

Until  the  Mountain  Cats  learn  to  handle  these 
“ball-control”  clubs,  or  force  them  to  play  our  style 
ball,  they’ll  be  in  store  for  a good  deal  of  trouble. 
And  they’d  better  learn  fast,  because  Utah  Coach 
Jack  Gardner  is  going  to  test  them  next  week  on 
how  well  they  learned,  perhaps  a more  severe  test 
than  they  have  ever  had  or  will  have  this  season. 


We  can  no  longer  use  the  excuse  of  a “green”  club. 
With  only  a month  remaining  in  the  ’64  season  they’d 
better  have  picked  up  enough  experience  by  now — or 
they  never  will ! Admittedly  we  have  some  of  the  finest 
ball  players  in  the  nation — one  asks  why  aren’t  we  win- 
ning ball  games?  Surely  we’ve  got  a better  club  than  the 
one  which  has  posted  a barely  over  .500  mark  thus  far 
in  the  season.  Let’s  find  that  formula  and  put  it  to  work. 

A good  deal  of  credit  for  winning  Saturday’s  game 
has  got  to  be  given  to  substitutes  Jon  Stanley  and  Bill 
Ruffner.  They  scored  only  six  poii3.ts  between  them  in 
the  little  over  nine  minutes  they  played,  but  their  de- 
fensive work  kept  the  Pumas  in  the  game. 

And  speaking  of  defense,  it  would  be  impossible  to 
overlook  the  speedy  guards  Dick  Nemelka,  Jeff  Cong- 
den,  and  Mike  Gardner.  John  Fairchild’s  play  goes  with- 
out mentioning. 

With  the  talent  this  team  has,  my  only  regret  is 
that  the  foi’ward  line  doesn’t  come  through  better  to 
take  some  of  the  pressure  off  Fairchild.  If  Coach  Watts 
can  solve  the  problem  there,  either  by  juggling  plays  or 
personnel  they’ll  be  hard  to  beat. 


All  that  I’ve  said,  however,  is  not  meant  to  take 
any  of  the  gloss  off  that  Utah  State  crew.  Man, 
but  has  Coach  LaDell  Anderson  ever  got  them  tuned 
in.  Center  Troy  Collier  comes  very  close  to  matching 
Fairchild’s  performance  in  nearly  every  respect  and 
he’s  two  inches  shorter! 

Leroy  Walker  and  Wayne  Estes  form  a perfect 
pair  at  forward  and  the  Logan  guards  really  fill  out 
the  'team. 


One  last  obseiwation  from  the  Denver  game:  the 
three  points  which  the  Cougars  scored  during  the  third 
quarter  must  be  an  all-time  low  for  the  George  Albert 
Smith  Fieldhouse !

Dr.  Hansen 
Takes  On 
Chair,  Tour 


Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen,  chair- 
man of  the  Dramatic  Arts  Dept, 
has  been  appointed  chairman  of 
a five-state  region  to  prepare  for 
the  National  Theatre  Festival  to 
be  held  in  Washington,  D.  C.  in 
the  spring  of  1965. 

Dr.  Hansen  is  currently  in  the 
Far  East  with  his  troupe  of  13 
BYU  students  presenting  “The 
Man  Who  Came  to  Dinner”  for 
personnel  stationed  at  United  Na- 
tions and  United  States  military 
bases. 

DURING  the  National  Theatre 
Festival  eight  to  ten  participat- 
ing college  theatres  will  give  two 
to  four  performances  which  will 
be  critiqued  by  outstanding  pro- 
fessional actors. 

Seminars,  discussions  of  for- 
eign theatre  by  embassy  officials 
and  exhibits  will  also  be  held. 

PARTICIPANTS  in  the  festi- 
val, which  will  last  from  tw'o  to 
four  weeks,  are  - sponsored  by 
the  American  Educational  The- 
atre Association,  American  Nat- 
ional Theatre  Academy  and  the 
National  Cultural  Center. 

Dr.  Hansen  will  return  from 
liis  Orient  tour  in  time  for  the 
second  block  of  spring  semester. 

Col.  Jerome  Coray,  director  of 
the  United  Service  Organization, 
said  that  BYU  was  one  of  the 
few  colleges  chosen  more  than 
once  to  entertain  servicemen  ab- 
Toad. 


The  problem  of  how  to  put  it 
on  and  how  to  get  intelligent  in- 
formation back  off  was  solved  by 
Norman  Wright,  senior  systems 
analyst,  who  put  in  “more  brain- 
work  and  more  night  hours  than 
most  men  are  willing  ‘ to,”  said 
Dr.  Gary  Carlson,  Computer  Re- 
search Director. 

WHAT  >IRT  WRIGHT  did  was 
a “tailor-made”  job  for  the  Reg- 
istration Office.  Complete  infor- 
mation about  a student  (name, 
major,  hometown,  ward,  grade 
point  average,  etc.)  was  put  on 
the  tape  in  “bits.”  It  takes  six 
bits  to  make  a “character,”  800 
characters  to  fill  up  an  inch  of 
tape  and  each  student’s  scholas- 
tic life  history  is  condensed  into 
1300  characters. 

The  , big  computer,  following 
the  directions , programmed  for  it 
by  Mr.  Wright,  took  the  informa- 
tion and  spit  out  class  grades  at 
the  rate  of  600  lines  a minute. 
It  reads  the  characters  even 
faster — 60,000  per  second. 

EVEN  AFTER  the  grades 
were  processed  and  sorted  in  se- 
quence to  the  Registration  Of- 
fice’s specifications,  there  were 
still  long  shifts  of  “human  work,” 
tearing  the  slips  apart.
